Men 
who were not in the program in 1938 
should have with them an accurate 
legal description of their property, 
both owned and leased if they de- 
sire to enter the 1939 program. Any 
operator who was in last vear and 
who has changed his acreage 
through purchase, sale or lease 
should be able to furnish the legal

Specific shipment regulations 
would be administered by commo- 
dity committees for each kind of 
fruit. The commodity committee for 
Bartlett pears would be comprised 
of 12 grower members. Each of the 
remaining commodity committees 
would be composed of 7 growers. 
Disposal of fruit placed in the sur- 
plus pool would also be handled. by 
the commodity committees. 

Following the public hearing and 
possible changes in light of evidence 
obtained, the proposed program will 
be submitted to the U. S. Secretary 
of Agriculture for tentative approv- 
al.

As Share In Vehicle 
Registration Funds 


SACRAMENTO — The _ Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles is send- 
ing to he counties of the state the 
apportionment of the vehicle reg- 
istration fees collected during 1938. 
This year’s amount to be distributed 
to the various counties totals, $3,- 
626,435.47. A like amount is trans- 
ferred to the Department of Public 
Works. Highway Division. 

The apportionment is based upon 
the number of motor vehicles regis- 
tered in the respective counties. Los 
Angeles county leads with 1,086,143 
registrations, and receives the larg- 
est fee return of $1,487,687.05. El 
Dorado County, with 5,299 registra- 
tions receives $7,214.12 for its share 
of the returns. 

The total registration in El Do- 
rado county includes 4,551 passenger 
cars, 496 pneumatic tired trucks, 15 
motorcycles, one solid tired trail- 
er and 236 trailers with pneumatic 
tires.

State In 1938 Held 300,000 Deeds To Real Estate 
Paying No Taxes For From 5 To 60 Years; 303 


Deeds Relate To Property 


Several hundred thousand pieces 
of privately owned or controiled de- 
dnyuent tax properties which yleld 
1.0 tax YTevurn may be placed back 
upon the assessment rolls, of Cali- 
fornia counties if the Legislature 
acts favorably upon recommenda- 
tions contained in a voluminous re- 
port submitted by the State Plan- 
ning Board Tuesday to Governor 
Culbert L. Olson and Director of 
Public Works Frank W. Clark. 

The Planning Board's report is 
the result of an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the delinquent tax land 
Situation in this state. One bill, de- 
signed to enact into law some of 
the principle recommendations of 
the board, already has been intro- 
Cuced in the Assembly by Assembly- 
man Leonard of Hollister, Weber of 
Stockton, Calsman of Palo Alto and 
Del Mutolo of San Jose. 


In its report, the Planning Board 
points out that in 1938 the State of 
California held 300,000 deeds to real 
estate which has paid no taxes for 
from five to sixty years. Each deed 
represents from one to several hun- 
dred pieces of property. A conserv- 
ative estimate is that these tax deeds 
represented 3,000,000 acres of land 
and 400,000 lots or blocks in sub- 
divisions.

The report deals with one of the 
state’s more serious fiscal and land 
use problems. It represents nearly a 
year of research by the board and 
its staff and reflects the views of 
some twenty experts in taxation and 
land planning who served on a spe- 
cial Advisory Committee. 


Major features of the measure in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Leonard 
and his colleagues are: 

(1) Termination of the right of 
redemption after five years of con- 
tinuous tax delinquency.

There are unscrupulous lobbyists. 
too, who, if reports are correct, have 
resorted to bribery and corruption 
—and undoubtedly there are. far too 
many. But that type of lobbyist. 
with unlimited funds at his com- 
mand, is seldom affected by anti- 
lobbyist legislation. He need never 
come near the legislative halls, nor 
register with legislative officials, for 
his most effective work is done in 
a hotel suite, or a cocktail bar, ra- 
ther than before a committee or at 
a legislator’s desk. 

It was that type of lobbyist thai 
Prompted the following provision in 
the state constitution: “Any person 
who seeks to influence the vote of a 
member of the legislature by brib- 
ery, promise of reward, intimidation 
or any other dishonest means shall 
be guilty of lobbying, which is here- 
by declared a felony.” 

If that constitutional definition 
of lobbying is accepted, then every 
lobbyist should be jailed or run out 
of Sacramento. But in that event, 
the legislature will do well not to 
confuse legislative representatives— 
| representing legitimate interests— 
with lobbyists and cinch bill artists.
